Claim 5: (original, The method of claim 4 wherein the 
biodegradable polymer comprises po lyla ctide or a lactide-co- 
glycolide copolymer. 

Claim 6: (original) The method of claim 4 wherein the 
biodegradable polymer cornpri.es 50 to ioot polylactide and 0 
to 50% polyglycolide. 
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Claim 7: (original) A method for treating patients 
with psyohotic conditions and diseases comprising surgically 
implanting into a patient suffering from a psychotic 
condition or disease the surgically implantable drug 
delivery system of claim 1. 

Claim 8: (original) The method of claim 7 wherein the 
surgically implantable drug delivery system is implanted 
under the skin of a patient between the muscle and dermis. 

Claim 9: (original) The method of claim 7 wherein the 
patient is suffering from schizophrenia. 

Claim 10: (original) The method of claim 7 further 
comprising administering to the patient an antipsychotic 
drug orally. 
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
